or whether they were Patentees, or Rebels, 
is nothing to our preſent purpoſe: But 


the uſe of Hiftria's in thoſe early Days, 


proves the great Antiquity of Players, 
and that Kings went then, as well as 
now adays, to Playhouſes: And that 
they were held in Eſteem then as well as 
now, we may eaſily Conjecture, from 
the Honour the King did her in taking 
a Collation with her, and cating heartily 
of her fatted Calf; a manifeſt Demon- 
ſtration of the good Woman's Hoſpitality 
and Generoſity, for Witches were never 
known to be Good natur'd: But Pla ers

are for the moſt Part Generous and 
Good. natur d. 

This Woman of Endor was generous 


and good - natur'd in the ampleſt Senſe, 


Ergo, ſhe was no Witch, but a Player; 


or at leaſt a Player's Wife; which Proof 
I thinks redounds highly to the Ho- 
nour of our preſent Actors: But to pro- 
ceed, 


Hiſtriones agrnt totum Mundum, 
Players mimic the whole World; 


And Vice verſa, who knows not, that as | 


the late Mrs. Oldfield imitated Queens 
and Peereſſes, in her Action, ſo they 
imitated her in Dreſs, and if ſhe was not 


what ſhe appear'd to be, ſhe very often 


appear'd what they ought to be: The 
ſame might be ſaid of fome of our Men 
Players, but tis needleſs to compliment 


the Dead, or put the Living to the 
Bluſh, ſo wave we this Digreſſion, and 


return to our Subject. 

After the Death of Mr. Wilks, Co- 
Monarch of Drury-Lane Theatre, there 
aroſe an univerſal Diſcontent among the 

great

great Men of the Empire of Drury; 


our Laureat foreſeeing nothing but War 
and Bloodſhed, wiſely- ſlip'd his Neck 
out of the Collar, eld out his Share, 
pocketed the Pence, and left em to fight 
it out among themſelves. Thus divided, 
Ancient Piſtol heads the Malecontents, and 
leads his Troops croſs the Plains of 
Covent-Garden, over the Fields of Leiceſter, 
and at laſt encamps himſelf in the Hay- 
market, where he gives defiance to the 
{ Patentees, who keep in their intrenchments 
and defend themſelves with equa] Bra- 
very. This Battle may be very well 
* compared to two Heroes, who ſtand at 
two Ends of a Street, parryng and at- 
tacking, without Approaching each o- 
ther; ſo of our Theatrick Armies, they 
fight not with Fire and Sword, but with 
Pow and Pen. Railing and Scolding 
at each other, not only Viva voce, in tel- 
ling Fibs and calling Names, in Pro- 
logues and Epilogues addreſs d to the 
N Town, but Calamiacu by dint of Pen, in 
| fillingour publick Papers with Complaints, 
Anſwers, and Replics, Advertiſement claſh-

the Teſtimonials of above Two hundred 


laſt, I foretold all that has ſince happened,

ing againſt Advertiſement, and Caſes on 
both Sides printed and given Gratis; Is 
not this a direct Type of the Foreign 


Powers; who began firſt with a Paper 


War, publiſhing Declarations, Mani- 
feſto's, G.? Which we find were but 
Preleminaries to Blows, and more we 
mult ſoon expect, if not mitigated by 


the Mediation of ſome Ballancing 8 | 
Power. 


| Therefore it muſt be confeſs'd, 
that this Diviſion among the Players, 
was a dire Type or Fore-runner of this 
Bloody War now on the Carpet; to aſ- 
ſert the Truth of which, I can produce 


thouſand ſubſtantial Houſe - keepers, in 
and about the. Cities of London and 
Weſtminſter, That in the begining of May 


and more which ſhall happen hereafter. 

Nay more, the Moment I heard of Mr. 

Wilks's Death, I publickly foretold the 

the Demiſe of the late King of Poland, 

and the Struggles that would enſue on a 

new Election; and this is ſo well known 
16; that 
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that I believe no Soul livipg wil un- 
dertake to confute it. 


Now as we ce by Players, the Re- 


volution of States, ſo in States, may 


we read the Fate of Playhouſes. The- 


atres have been Types of Kingdoms, 


Kingdoms now condeſcend to be Types 


of Theatres; for mark my Predicti- 


on, my Xs Countrymen, .they both 
will Squabble and Fight, till they beg- 


gar each other, and then be hd to lit 


down quietly by their Loſs, according to 


Word of Command, as you were. And 
Reaſon good, the diſcordant Potentates 
will be at vaſt Expence, to carry on a 


War, when after the ſtrongeſt Alliances to 


aid each other, III lay y my Head to a Diſh 
of Chocolate, if a Place of the leaſt Im- 
portance is taken, they'll play the Fool 
and fall out who ſhall have it. Thus 
of the Theatres, each Acts at 4 great 
Expence, ſuch a multiplicity of Houſes 
divide the Taſte of the Town, and ſome 
of em muſt now and then be thin; 

ſo tho the Money which the Publick 
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ſpends in Pleaſure, be a very good Bone, 
there are too many Curs {narling about it. 
One Obſervation I have made by the 
bye, which is, they have ſeparately made 
large Promiſes to encourage Authors, 
and entertain the Town with ſomething 
New, when in Fact, not one Houſe has 
introduced any new Piece this Seaſon. Old 
Colley was formerly thought to be the 
Malus Genius of Authors in general, but 
for ought I can ſee the Caſe is not a 
whit mended, nay much worſe; for he 
brought on now and then a good Piece 
of his own, nor was he ſo great an Op- 

poſer of other Mens Works, as has been 
given out, when he ſaw a Thing had 
any Merit in it; but theſe Men neither 
write themſelves, or encourage others to 
divert the Publick. To excuſe which 
they plead, that Genius is quite- ex- 
tint among us, and Fancy exhauſted, 
that we neither have, or ever ſhall have, 

a Perfon capable of writing any thin 
worthy publick Notice. Had this No- 
tion prevailed in former Ages, many 
excellent Pieces which now adorn the 
: 1 Stage, 
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Stage, had never ſeen the Light: This 
has damp'd the Spirit of Authors, and 


ſopp'd the Current of Dramatic Poeſy, 
dwindled us into Farce, Ballad and 
Pantomime, and made a mere Puppet- 


ſhow of the Stage: The Beggar's Opera, 


ſo defervedly famous among us, and 


which has brought more Money into the | 


Stage-Maſter's Coffers, than any one 


Piece exhibited in this Age, was brought, 
I may venture to ſay forc'd, on the 


Stage, not without great Difficulty and 


Solicitation, even of Perſons of the firſt 
Quality, while the very Man who was 
the greateſt Gainer by it ſpoke the Light 
eſt of it in all Companies, till the Taſte | 
of the Town grew too ſtrong for his 
private Prejudice. Nay, the late Mr. 


Gay its Author, had much ado to pre- 


vail on the Actors to take their Parts, 
and had not Mr. Walker, out of mere 
Compaſſion and Good-nature to a Gen- 
tleman he ſaw ill-rreated, undertaken 
the Part of Mackheath, even after it had 


been refus'd by others, I queſtion if the 


Beggar's Opera had ever appear'd on the 
; — Stage 
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Stage to this Day. Let us condemn 
nothing unheard, but give every Man 


of 3 2 fair Hearing, damn what is 


Stupid and encourage what is Good: 
This may create an emulation in Au— 
thors, who by the Town's Approbation 


or Diſlike, will be the better enabled to 
conduct their Performances. And if 
one Piece in ſeveral prove agreeable, it 


will anſwer the Player's purpoſe, as 


well as add to the Diverſion of the 


Town. For why may not we have 


new Plays as well as new Actors, ſince 


ſo long as new,. Scenes in Life ariſe, fo 
long have Poets Subjects to work on, 
and ſo long ought Actors and Managers 
to do em joſtice, and not withold a- 
ny thing from the Publick, calculated 
for its Entertainment. In ſhort, there 
ought to be an intermediate Power or 
ſet bf Directors, compoſed of Gentlemen 


of Taſte and Fortune, who ſhould arbitrate 


between Managers, Actors and Authors, 
and fee Juſtice done on all Sides; that! is 
to ſay, the Manager ſhould allow the Ac- 
tor according 0 his Merit, as the Ma- 
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jority of Directors ſhould think fic: 
Thoſe Authors who have any new 
Pieces to offer, ſhould have em debat- 
ed by the Committee aforeſaid, either 
to be brought on or diſmiſs d accord- 


ing to their Merit; in all which Par- 
ticulars the Entertainment of the Pub- 


lick ought to be the principal Guide, 


and bear more weight than Intereſt, 
Pique, Vanity, or any other pretence 


whatever. 


And now methinks I hear ſome 


| mighty unriddler of Myſteries draw wrong 
Inferences from this Propolal; and 


cry damn ir, this Fellow is certainly 


ſome angry Critic or diſappointed Au- 


thor, who is vex'd he can't obſtrude 


ſome ſtupid Piece of his on the Stage. 


To which I anſwer, that I never 
wrote a Play, or ever will, were my Abi- 


lities never ſo great; no, I turn my 


Genius another way, forewarn'd by the 
ill: treatment of many Gentlemen of Me- 
rit, for whom J have the higheſt Eſteem, 
who have been bamboozled in the moſt 


idle,

It is not that I can't write, but that

Let us now have done with the Play- 
rates, and turn out Eyes to the 8 8;

Handel ate playing at Dog and Bear, 
exactly like the Two Kings of Po- 
land, contending for the .
